| DERRY — Daniel Pelletier was a Ber police 
‘sergeant in the spring of 1990 when Gregory 
| Smart was found murdered in his Misty Morn- 
ling Drive condominium. 
| Pelletier was part of the investigating team 
‘that arrested three Seabrook teens for the crime

._| And he was one of the officers who listened as 
another Seabrook teen, Cecelia Pierce, got 
Smart’s widow, Pamela, to talk about how the 
crime was to unfold. | 
_ And Pelletier was among the officers who led 
Pamela Smart out of the school department of- 
fices in Hampton in handcuffs when she was ar- 


rested for orchestrating nee 24-year-old hus- 
band’s murder. 
Any doubt in his mind abou her guilt? 
“None,” Detective Pelletier said with a laugh. 
“Absolutely none. And you can quote me on 
that.” | 
Pelletier, who is still a Derry police officer, 
said that anyone who doubts Pamela Wojas 
Smart’s role in her husband’s death need only 
listen to the tapes made of her conversations 
with Pierce. r 
“She put herself away with her own voice,” 
Pelletier said Friday. “All you have to do is hear 
her talking to her cohorts about what happened. 
But she'll tell you she was conducting her own 
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investigation into the murder. (He laughs again.) 
‘No, there’s no doubt in my mind that she’s guilty.” 
Pamela Smart is asking a Rockingham County 


_ Superior Court judge to set aside her conviction . 
- and release her from. prison, A hearing will be’ — 


- held Thursday at 9 a.m. in Brentwood.
